Sinoo the Mutiny there have beon many 
opportuuitios of testing tho military value 
of the Sikia—wara in Ching, Abyssinia, 
Afghanistan, Burmah, the Soudan, -and 
innumerable. expeditions on the Indian 
frontier, have shown how, 60 far, they have 
never failed” when: called upon.
